HE  Delphinium  (Hardy  l^arkspur)  always 
has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  one 
of  the  most  valuable  and  most  highly 
favored  of  all  hardy  old-fashioned 
flowers. 


Its  bold,  towering,  massive  spikes  of 
bloom,  are  unequalled  by  any  other  plant 
of  similar  stature  and  shade.  It  stands  alone  and  un- 
excelled by  its  contribution  of  blue,  lavender  and  other 
delicate  tints  both  in  the  garden  and  for  decorative  pur- 
poses when  cut. 

It  is  generous  by  its  frequent  appearance  in  schemes 
that  provide  garden  gaiety  throughout  the  year,  for,  if 
cut  back  after  its  first  and  heaviest  blooms  appear  in 
June,  it  will  respond  with  a second  and  often  a third 
crop  (naturally  diminishing  in  vigor,  but  none  the  less 
welcome)  in  late  Autumn. 

In  order  to  fully  enjoy  and  appreciate  the  wonderful 
flower  formations  and  complete  range  of  colors  now 
known,  one  must  secure  plants  of  the  very  best  strain. 
Old  Belladonna  and  Sinensis  fade  into  oblivion  by  com- 
parison. 

Up  to  the  present  time,  England  has  been  the  leader 
in  production  of  good  Delphiniums  and  the  world’s  pro- 
vider of  every  imijroved  form  and  color. 

Many  growers  contriljuted  to  England’s  fame,  but  their 
seedlings  were  about  on  a par,  until  a few  years  ago, 
one  from  near  the  little  town  of  “Wrexham”  startled 
"Delphiniumdom”  with  some  seedlings  he  exhibited  at 
London  and  other  big  shows. 

T/je  Famous  Wrexham  Strain 

This  strain,  now  known  as  the  “Wrexham  Strain,’’  in- 
troduced an  entirely  new  famih'  of  giant-flowered  sorts, 
in  double,  semi-double,  and  single  flowered  forms,  far 
superior  and  different  to  all  others,  and  broug  t forth 
many  new  and  delightfulK'  delicate  colors,  both  seifs 
and  two-toned,  never  seen  before.  Everything  from  in- 
digo blue  to  the  palest  lavender. 


We  consider  ourselves  iiarticularly  fortunate  in  having 
been  able  to  secure  a fair  quantity  of  the  original  “Wrex- 
ham” seed,  which  we  have  had  grown  for  us,  and  we 

believe  that,  last  year  we  were  the  first  in  America  to 
offer  plants  of  this  remarkable  strain  of  Delphiniums. 

We  shall  have  only  a limited  quantity  to  distribute  t'lis 

year,  but  even  these  will  give  those  who  admire  this 

beautiful  border  plant,  an  opportunity  to  secure  a won- 
derful new  form  of  a very  old-fashioned  flower. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  Delphiniums  is 
their  wonderful  companionship  in  the  garden  with  cer- 
taui  other  plants.  Contrasts  of  striking  beauty  and  de- 
lightful harmony  can  be  arratiged  by  their  association  with 
neig',  horly  hues  of  zvhitc,  pink  or  ycllozt'. 

Plant  Delphiniums  and  Madonna  Lilies 
Together 

Rarely  one  sees  the  beautiful  Lilium  candidum  (Ma- 
dontia  lily)  platited  with  Delphiniums,  but  the  contrast 
is  so  strikingly  beautiful  that  we  feel  tempted  to  suggest 
the  arrangement  here,  so  that  those  planning  a June 
garden  for  1925,  may  decide  now  on  this  splendid  com- 
bination.
